Rave reviews from such critics as 
The Christian Science Monitor, The 
Catholic Press and The Saturday Re~- 
view recommending the movie as high- 
ly entertaining family fare and prais- 
ing its actors also helped to dispel the 
Rock’n Roll misnomer. 

Another motive behind “Hound Dog 
Man’s” increasing box-office success 
may well be the growing popularity 
of actor-singer Fabian’s songs, picture 
theme “Hound Dog Man” and ballad 
“This Friendly World”, both released on 
a single record that has been steadily 


climbing on pop music charts. “Often . 


people will go to see a movie because

“Whatever single force or combination 
sparked it, Harrison concludes, 20th 
has in ‘Hound Dog Man’ one of the 
hottest family pictures in~the trade 
today. And a film with a big future.”

BROWNETTES — Brownettes and 
pale, delicate blondes ordinarily have 
predominantly blue or rose skin, so 
colors with blue in them are best. 
Blondes look well in black and white. 
Brownettes should never wear mus- 
tard color, olive green, or off colors 
as they produce a muddied complex- 
ion. High-keyed colors drain hair 
and face of its color. 

Olive skins look great in vivid 
colors. White skins look best in 
clear colors. Pearly skins look best
